HEREFORE  whosoever  hear- 
eth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken 
him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  built  his 
house  upon  a  rock  : 

"  And  the  rain  descended,  and  the 
floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat 
that  house ;  and  it  fell  not :  for  it  was 
founded  upon   a   rock."

I  commend  this  passage  of  the  Saviour 
to  every  Latter-day  Saint,  and  trust  that 
we  may  be  not  forgetful  hearers,  but 
doers  of  the  word. 

A  number  of  these  have  come  to  my 
mind,  each  of  which  is  worthy  of  con- 
sideration, but  none  seems  to  me  to  be 
more  timely  and  of  greater  significance 
than  respect  for  law.  Our  twelftii 
Article  of  Faith  savs  ; 


"  We  believe  in  being  subject  to 
kings,  presidents,  rulers,  and  magistrates, 
in  obeying,  honouring,  and  sustaining  the 
law." 

Law,  particularly  in  a  democracy,  is  a 
system  of  social  order  established  and 
enforced  by  society. 

Divine  law  has  its  origin  in  Deity; 
social  law  sprang  primarily  from  the 
moral  sense  of  the  community.  In  a 
democracy  in  which  the  will  of  the  people 
is  sovereign,  law  is  successfully  operative 
only  to  the  extent  that  the  moral  sense 
of  the  community  is  in  s\'mpathy  with  it. 

The  three  significant  words  used  in  the 
twelfth  Article  of  Faith  express  the  proper 
attitude  of  the  membership  of  the  Church 
toward  law.  These  words  are — obey, 
honour   and   sustain. 

The  Article  does  not  say  we  believe  in 
submission  to  the  law.  Obedience  implies 
a  higher  attitude  than  mere  submission, 
for  obedience  has  its  root  in  good  intent  ; 
submission  may  spring  from  selfishness 
or  meanness  of  spirit.  Though  obedience 
and  submission  both  imply  retraint  on 
one's  own  will,  we  are  obedient  only  from 
a  sense  of  right ;  submissive  from  a  sense 
of  necessity. 

Honour  expresses  an  act  or  attitude  of 
an  inferior  towards  a  superior  when 
applied  to  things  taken  in  the  sense  of 
holding  in  honour.  Thus,  in  honouring 
the  law,  we  look  upon  it  as  something 
which  is  above  selfish  desires  or  indul- 
gences. 

To  sustain  signifies  to  hold  up  ;  to  keep 
from  falling.  To  sustain  the  law,  there- 
fore, is  to  refrain  from  saying  or  doing 
anything  which  will  weaken  it  or  make 
it   ineffective. 

We  obey  law  from  a  sense  of  right. 
We  honour  law  because  of  its  necessity 
and  strength  to  soc'etv.  We  sustain  law 
bv   keepinif  it  in  good   repute. 

One  of  the  principal  functions  of  reli- 
gion is  to  develop  a  sense  of  confidence 
in  man,   and  faith  i)"i  God  as  the  Father 
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of  nieil.  If  the  Church  cannot  do  these 
things,  then  it  will  have  failed  in  fulfil- 
ling its  divine  destiny.  However  in 
efforts  to  establish  confidence  in  man  anil 
social  institutions,  we  must  not  shut  from 
our  mind  certain  unpleasant  facts  which 
tend  to  undermine  confidence  and  disinte- 
grate the  ver)-  foundation  upon  whiih 
society  is  built. 

Liberty? — it  is  respect;  liberty? — it  is 
obedience  to  the  inner  laws;  and  this  law 
is  neither  the  good  pleasure  of  the 
mighty,  nor  the  caprice  of  the  crowd,  but 
the  high  and  impersonal  rule  before  which 
those  who  govern  are  the  first  to  bow 
the  head.  Shall  liberty,  then,  be  pro- 
scribed? No;  but  men  must  be  made 
capable  and  worthy  of  it,  otherwise  pub- 
lic li'i'e  becomes  impossible,  and  the 
nation,  undisciplined  and  unrestrained, 
goes  on  through  license  into  the  in- 
extricable tangles  of  demagoguery." 

Members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  are  explicitly  enjoin- 
ed to  uphold  the  law.  The  Lord  says  in 
Section  58  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
'  Let  no  man  break  the  laws  of  the  land, 
for  he  that  keepeth  the  laws  of  God  hath 
no  need  to  break  the  laws  of  the  land.' 

Akin  to  the  respect  for  law  and  a  con- 
tributing factor  toward  it  is  reverence  for 
sacred  things.  It  has  been  truly  said 
that  reverence  is  the  noblest  state  in 
which  a  man  can  live  In  the  world.  If 
that  is  true,  then  irreverent  man  has  a 
crudeness  about  him  that  is  repellent.  He 
is  cynical,  often  sneering,  and  nearly 
always,    iconoclastic. 

Reverence  and  obedience  to  law  should 
begin  at  home.  Indeed,  too  much  em- 
phasis cannot  be  laid  upon  the  responsi- 
bility of  parents  to  teach  their  children 
reverence  for  God  in  all  things  sacred, 
and   to   honour  and   uphold   the   law. 

The  true  expression  of  reverenc^e  is 
found  in  the  Saviour's  admonition — 
"  Love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
might,  mind  and  strength,  and  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself." 

Charles  Edward  Jefferson,  the  author 
of   The   Character  of  Jesus,   says  : 

"  We  are  not  by  nature  or  by  training 
a  reverent  people.  There  are  those 
who  say  we  become  less  reverent  as 
the  years  go  on.     The  older  people 


are  constantly  lamenting  that  they 
miss  a  certain  beautiful  respectful- 
ness, a  lovely  reverence  which  were 
more  common  years  ago.  There  are 
wide  areas  of  society  from  which  the 
spirit  of  reverence  has  been  banished. 
Men  and  women  in  many  a  circle  are 
clever,  interesting,  brilliant,  but  they 
lack  one  of  the  three  dimensions  of 
life — they  have  no  reach  upward. 
He  has  come  far  down  in  the  scale  of 
being  who  in  order  to  display  his 
powers  finds  it  necessary  to  ridicule 
those  things  which  have  been  prized 
by  all  good  men.  When  one  enters 
the  world  of  our  present -dav  reform- 
ers Ik-  is  impressed  b\-  the  large 
number  who  lack  the  upward  look. 
Many  of  these  men  are  tremendously 
in  earnest,  they  see  crying  evils  oi 
the  world  ;  their  sympathies  are  wide 
and  their  zeal  is  hot,  but  they  have 
no  sky  above  their  heads.  They  aim 
to  glorify  no  Father  who  is  in  Hea- 
ven. Some  of  them  claim  to  admire 
the  Man  of  Nazareth.  They  extol 
His  character  and  His  teachings. 
Yet,  strange  to  say,  they  do  not 
imitate  His  reverence,  or  cast  a  single 
glance  in  the  direction  in  which  His 
eyes  were  always  looking.  One  finds 
this  lack  of  reverence  even  in  the 
Church.  In  every  community  there 
are  those  who  treat  the  house  of  God 
as  they  treat  a  tram-car,  entering  it 
and  leaving  it  when  they  please. 
Even  habitual  Church  attendants 
often  surprise  and  shock  one  by  their 
irreverent  behaviour  in  the  house  of 
prayer.  Those  persons  are  not 
ignoramuses  or  barbarians;  thev  are 
simply  undeveloped  in  the  virtue  of 
reverence. 
I  speak  of  reverence  in  connection  with 
obedience  to  law  because  a  reverent  per- 
son is  law-abiding.  No  one  can  love  God 
sincerely  and  harbour  in  his  heart  enmitv 
for  his  fellow  men.  I<!nm'.t\-  is  sin  and 
"  whosoever  committeth  sin  doth  lawless- 
ness ;  for  sin   is  lawlessness.'' 

"  If  a  man  say,  I  love  Gotl,  and  hateth 
his  brother,  he  is  a  liar  :  for  he  that  loveth 
not  his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how 
can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen?

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Is  Vhere  ^o  Hope  ?

,OMING  to  Jesus  at  night,  a 
Pharisee  named  Nicodemus, 
sought  light  and  understanding 
appertaining  to  his  salvation.  The.  Mas- 
ter answered  him  by  saying,  "  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except  a  man  be 
born  again  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God." 


Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  sat 
in  the  councils  of  the  Jews  and  was  sup- 
posedly a  learned  man,  he  did  not  com- 
prehend the  import  of  Christ's  message, 
and  continued  to  ask  questions  seeking 
further  enlightenment.  Astonished  at  his 
ignorance  the  Sav'our  answered  him  thus  : 
"  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except 
a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  spirit 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God." 

The   kingdom   of   God   spoken  of   here 


refers  to  the  celestial  kingdom.  There 
are  various  kingdoms,  but  the  Lord  has 
made  known  three  great  ones,  namely, 
the  celestial,  the  highest ;  the  terrestrial, 
the  second ;  the  telestial,  the  third. 
People  will  be  judged  according  to  their 
works  and  be  given  their  appropriate 
glory. 

"  But  in  order  to  enter  into  the  celes- 
tial kingdom,  which  is  the  kingdom 
spoken  of  in  the  scriptures  as  the  king- 
dom of  God,  one  must  accept  and  abide  in 
the  fulness  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
adhering  to  the  teachings,  receiving  the 
ordinances,  and  being  true  to  the  cove- 
nants which  appertain  to  that  salvation." 
In  the  light  of  this  declaration  by  Christ 
himself,  it  is  thus  essential  to  "  be  born 
of  the  water  and  the  spirit  "  before  one 
can  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.  And 
since  this  means  the  celestial,  or  highest 
glory  ,!t  is  imperative  that  mankind  ful- 
fil the  letter  of  that  law. 

One  day  while  conversing  with  a  lady 
regarding  this  subject  she  told  me  that  at 
the  time  of  her  husband's  death  he  be- 
longed to  no  church  and  consequentlv  had 
not  been  baptized.  With  the  above 
declaration  of  Jesus  in  her  mind  she 
said,   "  Is  there  no  hope?  " 

Like  countless  millions  of  others,  he 
had  not  had  the  opportunity  of  hearing 
or  accepting  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
There  are  two  common  erroneous  be- 
liefs in  the  world  to-day.  First,  that  all 
a  person  has  to  do  to  inherit  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  to  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Second,  that  those  who  die  with- 
out hearing  the  gospel  or  undergo  the 
ordinances  spoken  of  by  Christ,  for  them 
there  is  no  hope. 

Nothing  could  be  more  explicit  to 
shatter  this  first  belief  than  the  foregoing 
quotation  from  John.  Mere  passive  be- 
lief is  not  sufficient.  As  regards  a  person 
being  eternally  damned,  or  lost  for  not 
complving  with  the  ordinances  of  the 
Gospel  we  cannot  affirm  either  from  scrip- 
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turc  or  logic.  God  in  His  divine  economy 
knew  this  condition  would  exist  ;ind,  in 
justice  .'Mid  mere)-,  make  pr()\  ision  where- 
by those  wlio  die  in  various  parts  oi"  the 
eartli  and  in  various  ages,  without  a 
knowledge  of  the  gospel,  might  enjoy 
eternal  life.  If  this  were  not  so.  He 
would  not  be  a  (iod  of  justice. 

"  For  Christ  also  halh  once  suffered 
for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  he 
might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to 
death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the 
spirit.  By  which  also  he  went  and  preach- 
ed unto  the  spirits  in  prison;  Which 
sometime  were  disobedient,  when  once 
the  longsulfering  of  God  waited  in  the 
days  of  Noah,  while  the  ark  was  a  pre- 
paring, wherein  few,  that  is  eight  souls 
were  saved  by  water  (I  Peter  3  :  18-20). 
Here  is  a  positive  declaration  showing 
how  those  people  who  were  destroyed  by 
the  flood,  after  suffering  about  2,000 
years  in  their  prison  house,  were  visited 
by  Christ  while  His  body  lay  in  the  tomb. 
This  was  in  fulfilment  of  the  prophecy 
of  Isaiah  concerning  Him.  "  The  spirit 
af  the  Lord  God  is  upon  me  ;  because  the 
Lord  hath  anointed  me  to  preach  good 
tidings  unto  the  meek  ;  he  hath  sent  me 
to  bind  up  the  brokenhearted,  to  proclaim 
liberty  to  the  captives,  and  the  opening 
of  the  prison  to  them  that  are  bound 
(Isaiah    61  :    1). 

Why  did  Jesus  go  and  preach  to  them 
and  what  was  the  nature  of  His  mission? 
Peter  tells  us  thus:  "  For,  for  this  cause 
was  the  Gospel  preached  also  to  them 
that  are  dead,  that  they  might  be  judged 
according  to  men  in  the  flesh,  but  live 
according  to  God  in  the  spirit  "  (I  Peter 
4:  6). 

It  is  evident  then,  that  those  who  die 
before  they  hear  the  Gospel  message  still 
have  opportunity  to  do  so.  But  since 
baptizm  is  essential,  how  then  is  this 
ordinance  to  be  performed  ? 

The  doctrine  of  salvation  for  the  dead 
was  made  known  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  in  a  revelation  received  in  January, 
1836.  In  this  revelation  he  saw,  in  com- 
pany with  others,  his  brother  Alvin,  who 
had  left  this  life  before  he  was  baptized, 
abiding  a  celestial  glorv. 

He  then  understood,  that  all  who  have 
lived  who  would  have  received  the  Gospel 


had  they  been  privileged  to  tarry  at  a 
time  when  it  was  on  the  earth,  and  all 
who  should  li\e  hereafter  who  would 
receive  it  should  it  be  presented  to  them, 
are  heirs  of  the  celestial  kingdom.  The 
fact  thai  his  brother  had  not  been  baptized 
shows  that  the  fulfilment  of  the  doctrine 
was   still   future. 

Malachi,  the  last  of  the  Old  Testament 
prophets,  made  a  promise  that  in  the  last 
days  the  Lortl  would  send  Elijah  with  a 
special  mission  to  perform.  He  says, 
"  Behold,  I  will  send  you  Elijah  the  pro- 
phet before  the  coming  of  the  great  and 
dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  :  And  he  shall 
turn  the  heart  of  the  fathers  to  the  child- 
ren, and  the  heart  of  the  children  to  their 
fathers,  lest  I  come  and  smite  the  earth 
with  a  curse."  This  promise  was  fulfilled 
3rd  April,  1836,  when  Elijah  came  to  the 
Kirtland  Temple  and  conferred  upon 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdcry  the 
keys  which  he  held,  the  turning  of  the 
hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children  and 
the  children's  hearts  to  their  fathers. 

The  apostle  Paul  gives  credence  to  this 
doctrine  in  his  message  to  the  Corin- 
thians. "  Else  what,  shall  they  do  which 
are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead 
rise  not  at  all?  Whv  then  are  they  bap- 
tized   for    the    dead?'"    (I    Cor.    15:    29). 

The  Latter-day  Saints  are  therefore  a 
temple  building,  geneologv  seeking  people 
who  are  working  diligentK-  in  the  interest 
of  their  kindred  dead. 

Thus  this  doctrine  shows  in  plainness, 
that  every  principle  of  truth  that  f>ertains 
to  the  salvation  of  man  living  must  be 
applied  to  the  salvation  of  those  who  are 
worthy  of  salvation  who  are  dead  ;  that 
God  is  kind  and  just  in  making  exalta- 
tion possible  for  those  who  had  not  the 
privilege  of  hearing  the  Gospel  in  the 
flesh.

And  this  commandment  have  we  from 
him.  That  he  who  loxeth  God  love  his 
brother  also." 

The  time  calls  for  Latter-day  Saints 
everywhere  to  demonstrate  by  deeds  as 
well  as  by  words  that  we  love  God,  revere 
sacred  things  and  places,  and  obey,  hon- 
our, and  sustain  the  law.  God  help  us  in 
our  eftorts  so  to  do. 
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"  Happiness  as  the  aim  of  life  may  be 
detined  as  the  increasing  joy  of  hving 
that  comes  from  robust  health — of  body, 
mind  and  spirit.  It  is  derived  from  the 
continuous  normal  unfolding  of  the 
natural,  inborn  powers  of  man.  Com- 
plete health — the  full  possession  of  our 
powers,  a  correct  realization  of  the  issues 
of  life,  and  an  unyielding  endeavour  to 
obey  the  laws  of  life — can  alone  yield 
complete  happiness.  It  is  the  function 
of  the  Church  of  Christ,  which  exists  lor 
human  good,  to  provide  the  means  for 
such    development." — John    A.    Widtsoe. 

For  several  years  now,  it  has  been  the 
aim  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  to  build  real  communi- 
ties in  the  missions  of  the  world  where 
the  normal  unfolding  of  the  natural,  in- 
born powers  of  man  will  indeed  bring 
about  complete  health  as  above  stated. 
With  this  object  in  view  encouragement 
has  been  constantly  given  in  the  erection 
of  chapels  and  recreation  halls  which  will 
act  as  the  centres  for  the  spiritual,  in- 
tellectual, moral  and  physical  activities  of 
the  members  of  the  Church  and  also 
for  the  many  friends  of  the  Church.  We 
have  long  boasted  and  rightfully  so,  that 
the  Church  is  as  interested  in  the  intellec- 
tual and  physical  development  of  man  as 
in  the  spiritual  development  of  man.  And 
\\hy  should  it  not  be  so  interested  when 
we  glory  in  such  truths  as  :  "  The  glory 
of  God  is  intelligence,"  "  Vour  body  is 
the  temple  of  your  spirit  "  and  "  What- 
ever principle  of  intelligence  we  attain  to 
in  this  life,  it  will  rise  with  us  in  the 
resurrection."  Indeed  for  a  man  to  be 
perfect  even  as  his  Father  in  Heaven  is 
perfect,  he  must  strive  not  only  for  per- 
fection for  his  spiritual  nature,  but  also 
for  perfection  of  intellect  and  body. 
Therefore,  wherever  you  meet  a  group  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  you  find  them  making 
a  real  effort  for  not  only  the  feeding  of 
the  spiritual  body  but  also  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  mind  and  body.  As  an 
example  of  the  true  philosophy  of  "  Mor- 


monism,"  the  usual  C'hurch  buildings, 
consist  of  the  house  of  worship  and  an 
adjoining  recreation  hall  or  gymnasium 
where  the  drama,  the  dance,  the  game 
may  all  be  developed  under  proper  super- 
vision and  where  all  phases  of  a  man's 
being  may  receive  exercise  and  tlie  opp<jr- 
tunity  for  expression. 

Naturally  the  development  of  the  com- 
plete Church  programme  takes  longer  in 
the  mission  field  than  where  tlie  body  of 
the  Church  is  located  and  some  of  the 
young  members  of  the  Church  feel 
isolated  and  deprived  of  the  proper  social 
contacts  that  mean  so  much  for  their 
happiness.  If  our  young  people  will  re- 
main firm  and  loyal  and  enthusiastically 
join  in  the  different  projects  proposed  and 
invite  their  friends  to  participate  with 
them,  it  will  not  be  long  before  a  splendid 
group  will  be  built  around  this  nucleus, 
and  dramatic  societies,  choruses,  athletic 
teams,  and  the  complete  programme  of 
the  Church  can  be  adopted  in  the  mission 
field,  a  real  community  interest  will  be 
created  and  the  social  problems  will  be 
answered.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
young  members  of  the  Church  seek  for 
their  social  life  in  other  circles  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  Church  circles,  then  the 
much  vaunted,  practical  philosophy  of  the 
teachings  of  the  Church  will  be  but 
sounding  brass  and  tinkling  cymbals. 
Remember  also,  it  is  much  more  satisfy- 
ing to  be  "a  big  toad  in  a  little  puddle 
than  a  small  toad  in  a  large  pool." 

Practically  every  branch  of  this  mission 
has  the  association  with  at  least  two 
splendid  young  missionaries,  men  of  clean 
habits,  with  high  ideals,  spiritually 
minded,  enthusiastic,  and  with  their 
hearts  centred  on  the  work  of  the  Lord 
and  its  advancement  in  all  departments. 
Why  not  cultivate  that  companionship? 
In  the  two  larger  districts  of  the  mission, 
a  constant  effort  is  being  made  with  the 
Mutual  Improvement  Associations,  with 
chorus  work,  with  the  drama,  with  base-
